HEARTRENDING SCENES 
AS FRIENGS SEEK BODIES 
IN NEW YORK MORGUES 


Many Stories of Heroic Acts Being 


Told, While on Other Side Cow- 
ardice and ~rutish Acts of 
Ghouls Have Been Re- 
vealed by Statements 
of Survivors. 


New York, June 16.—With unceasing ef- 
fort search is going on for the bodies of 
those who perished yesterday on the 
General Slocum. What the list of victims 
will total scarce one dare venture a 
guess, but whatever the number may be, 
there 1s hardly a parallel in the history 
of disasters where death came to so 
many in so brief a period of time. Po- 
lice and health department officials have 
placed a figure as high as 1,000 or more, 
but tonight it would seem that the max- 
imum fatality wilt not largely exceed 
7006. 

All day long, from sunrise until dark- 
ness shut off even the melancholy satis- 
faction of watching for the dead, anx- 
fous searchers kept up the eternal Vigi- 
lance, and at dusk there had been re- 
covered 536 bodies, for the great part 
women and children—mothers who weeks 
ago had planned that fatal outing for 
their children; little ones, who had long- 
ed for the coming of the happy day. 


Blow Strikes One Parish. 

Unlike fhe Iroquoise theater, agd other 
catastrophles of recent years, where the 
throughout 
the land, the blow of the Slocum’s mor- 
tality falls heavy upon one little neigh- 
borhood of a great city. St. Marks par- 
ish, which furnished nearly every victim, 
lies within ten crowded blocks of the 
middle east side and there is hardly a 
honse there not in mourning. The mem- 
bership of the little Lutheran church is 
practically German or of German descent 
and are of the comparatively well-to-do 
class. 

The race of the burning steamer from 
the moment the fire was discovered until 
her bows crashed on the shelving beach 
of North Brothers Island lasted little 
more than ten minutes, yet that time 
sufficed for deeds of heroism which make 
the one bright chapter in the heartrend- 
ing story. The credit for the greatest 
saving of life is due to the hardy tug- 
boat me nand other followers of the 
river, who braved fiames and held the 
noses of their boats against the flire- 
wrapped steamer until driven off by the 
heat, scorched and choking. Dead bodies 
of women were found with their burned 
arms clasping close the pitiful forms of 
little children and babies were found, 
their arms enfolding each other in the 
stiff embrace of death. 

Cowardice Laid to Crew. 

But there is 
along the river front, where are told 
stories that seem to be the inevitable ac- 
comypaniment of all great calamities, 
There has been no evidence of a character 
snecific enough to fasten it upon in- 
dividuals and permit of punishment, but 
survivors and eyewitnesses say that 
some brutal acts of selfishness and cow- 
ardice on the part of the Slocum’s crew 
were seen and that distress signals frém 
the burning boat were disregarded by 
passing craft. 

One man says that a big white vacht 
passed the Slocum when the bodies of 
women and children were going over- 
board and did not even slacken speed. 
According to this man the yacht flew the 
pennant of the New York Yacht Club, 
but not the owner's pennant, which 
wavs signifies that he is aboard, and 
after passing the Slocum she _ steered 
over to the western shore and hove to, 
while on her bridge a man in uniform 
with binoculars to his eyes watched the 
vessel burn. 

Even more horrible than this and simi- 
lar acts of incredible callousness is the 
story of Miss Martha Weirk, who says 
that while she struggled in the water a 
boat drew alongside of her and that men 
in the boat, after stripping her of her 
rings and other jewelry, pushed her back 
into the water. The body of the stew- 
ard had been rifled when found and of 
several dollars he was supposed to have 
In his pockets not a cent was found. 


Crowds About the Morgue. 

Up to dusk 499 bodies had passed 
through the morgue, and of these more 
than 300 were identified. The east side 
has its human sympathies aroused to the 
fullest exent. and down by the river 
where the boats unloaded their dead, 
thousands gathered throughout the day. 
Streets leading to the morgue werr block- 
ed, and only with difficulty could the 
police keep clear the passages leading 
to the long rows of coffins for those 
who cgme fo search for the missing. 

Up the sound where the hulk of the 
General Slocum Iles submerged, showing 
orly a paddle box, scores of smal! craft 
aided the tugs in grappling for the vic- 
tims. Divers went down time and time 
again, and when their work ended for 
the day, they declared there were no 
more bodies in the wreck. A score of

HAMMOND FLED 
WHEN CALLED 
10 


Manager of Consolidated Col- 
lection Company Has Been Mis- 
sing Since Last Tuesday, 


HIS EMPLOYER BELIEVES 
HE HAS KILLED HIMSELF 


I. T. Irvin Appeared Unexpectedly 
ani Demanded the Books Checked. 
Manager Hammond Left 
Office and Never Re- 
turned, 


Taken by surprise at the unexpected 
‘appearance of one of the head men of 
his company. who wanted an investiga- 
tion of the books, Henry H. Hammond, 
manager of the Consolidated Collection 
Company, left his office in the English- 
American building last Tuesday and never 
returned. There is a deeper mystery be- 
hind the affair than his failing to meet 
the man who wanted to see his books, 
for he spent Tuesday night at his board- 
ing house and told his landlady that he 
was in great trouble and intended to 
commit suicide. 

It is believed by those who know Ham- 
mond well that he has killed himself, as 
he was highly sensitive and just the kind 
of man who would rather face death 
than disgrace. 

The disappearance of Hammond recalls 
a similar affair which occurred in the 
English-American building. a few years 
ago when a young man, short in his ac- 
counts, was missing and several days 
later his dead body was found under the 
house in which he had lived. 

The Consolidated Collection Company, 
for which Hammond acted as manager, 
has been in business in Atlanta five or 
six months. On the first of last March 
it was bought out by C. E. Irvin and lI. 
T. Irvin, of Washington, this state. Ham- 
mond was manager before the company 
changed hands and he was Allowed to re- 
tain that position. 


Wanted Books Investigated. 


Last Monday I. T. Irvin came to At- 
lanta because, so he states, he suspected 
that the financial affairs of the company 
were not as straight as they should have 
been, and on Tuesday he called to see 
Hammond. The manager was confused, 
but he agreed to check up his accounts. 
After working two or three ‘hours he 
went to dinner, stating he would meet 


l the fact that he had left

Irvin again that evening. He did not 
return and on Wednesday morning in- 
quiries at his boarding house developed 
there early in 
the morning, stating that he intended to 
kill himself. 

Mr. Irvin says that Hammond is short, 
but how much he is unable to state until 
the books are investigated by an expert 
accountant. -It may be In the hundreds 
or in the thousands of dollars. 

A warrant was sworn out for Hammond 
charging larceny after truSt before Jus- 
tice Walter E. Ormond last Wednesday. 

Mr. Irvin was seen by a representative 
of Tie Constitution yesterday morning 
and made the following statement about 
Hammond's disappearance, 

Was Taken by Surprise. 

“CE. Irvin-and myself bought out the 
business of the Consolidated Collection 
Company on March Il. The company 
does a large business all over the United 
States. We let Hammond remain as man- 
ager. Recently he did not answer our 
letters of inquiry about the affairs of the 
company and we became suspicious. [I 
reached Atlanta last Monday without let- 
ting him know I was in the city. On 
Tuesday morning I stepped into the of- 
fice, room 1108 of the English-American 
building. I took him by surprise ard I 
saw at once that he was greatly confused. 
I asked him for a statement of the books 
and he agreed *to Drepare one for me. 
He worked on the books for a few hours 
and then announced that he was zOing to 
dinner. He was to Meet me again at 
the office that evening and did not do 80... 
[ made inquiries at his boarding house. 
Noo. 68 Walton street, where he had taken 
‘up quarters only last Monday, 
and was told S®at he spent Tues- 

night there and he stated 
he was in trouble and would kill 
himse!f. He left there early Wednesday 
morning and that was ae last seen of 
him. [| would not be at all surprised i! 
he has carried out his threat to commit 
subcide. It is impossible for me to say 
what amount he is short. I have em- 
ployed an expert accountant and will 
have the books checked up at once. Il 
have been told that Hammond had been 
drinking of late. 

“The business of the company will not 
be affected in any way by Hammond's 
disappearance and it will be carried on as 
usuai.” 

Description of Missing Man. 

Hammond is a young man of about 
twenty-five and unmarried. He came to 
Atlanta from Thomaston, this __ state, 
where his people reside. His height is 
about 5 feet 7 inches, his hair and eyes 
black and his complexion dark. He fs 
clean Shaved. 

Since comirg to Atlanta Hammond had 
mado a large number of friends. If he 
lived a fast life it wag not known. The 
report that he was drinking to excess re- 
cently is the only thing that has ever 
been said against his character and thai, 
his friends think, may have been the re- 
sult of his brooding over trouble. 

His disappearance has cansed the ut- 
most surprise among those with whom he 
was intimate, and they, like Mr. Irvin, be- 
‘Neve that he has sought death rather 
than meet exposure, 


ACCOUNT 


Troop Ships Hitachi and Sado 
Sent to Botlom by Russian 
Men of War, 


FOURTEEN HUNDRED MEN 
WERE ABOARD FATAL SHIPS 


Torpedocs Used by Russians in Sink- 
ing Helpless: Transports—Hitchi 
Attempted To Ram Warship 
but Russian Crossed Bow 
and Attacked on Port 
Side. 


Tokio, June 16.—All doubt as to the 
sinking of the transports Hitachi and 
Sado by the Russians has been removed. 
Three hundred and ninety-seven surviv- 
ore of the Hitachi arrived at Moji and 
one hundred and fifty-three survivors of 
the Sado have arrived at Kokura. 

Details of the destruction of the two 
transports and the full extent of the 
casualties are not obtainable. 

It is reported that the transpcrts Hita- 
chi and Sado carried onty 1,400 men. If 
this is true the loss of lives probably is 
lees than one thousand. 

The transports, however, had many 
horses and large quantities of supplies 
on board. 

The survivors report that the Sado and 
Hitachi were sunk by torpedoes. 

Details obtainable from the survivors 
of the ill-fated Japanese transports show 
that the Hitachi and Sado met three Rus- 
Sian warships near Oki island at 10 
o'clock Wednesday morning. The Rus- 
sians fireqd on the Japanese ships and 
stopped them ang soon afterwards they 
torpedoed and sunk the helpless trans- 
ports. The captain of the Sado and sev- 
eral other men were captured. One hun- 
dred men escaped in the boats and land- 
ed at Kokura. 

A message has been received here ffom 
Pagi saying that the survivors of the 
Hitachi had drifted north to Shimoseki 
ang had been saved, 

The transport Isumi{ is still missing. 

The transport Hino, which has returned 
to Mojl® reports that she encountered 
the Russian Viadivostok squadron at 
11:20 a. m. yesterday morning 20 miles 
west of the island of Shiro, of the Oki 


group. The transports Hitachi and Sado 
were geen 2 miles to the westward. The 
weather was foggy and the sea calm. 
Wihen the Hino sighted the Russian fleet 
she turned, ran and signaled a warning 
to the Kanazawa ahd they both took 
refuge inside the island Chiyt. Both 
signaled danger to the Ibu, which also 
escaped. The Hino saw the Hitachi and 
Sado surrounded by Russian vessels. The 
captain of the transport Hino, which has 
arrived at Moji, reports that he saw the 
transport Hitachi, Captain Campbell, be- 
ing attacked by a Russian warship with 
four funnels. 

The Russian was on the starboard side 
of the Japanese transport, which 
changed her course and steered for the 
enemy with the Intention of ramming 
her. 

The Russian vessel, however, crossed the 
transport’s bow and attacked her on the 
port side, 


FIRING IS HEARD 
IN: DIRECTION OF KOW CHOW 

Niuchwang, vune 1!16.—Firing has been 
heard distinctly in the direction of Kai- 
Chou since 10 o'clock last night. Two 
batteries of artillery rushed’ through 
town at midnight. The second division of 
Genera] Kurokli's army was supposed to 
be moving toward Kai-Chou yesterday 
for the purpose of taking the enemy in 
the rear. It ts positively known that the 
Russian forces in the vicinity of Kai- 
Chou are divided. Half are at Kai-Chou 
and the remainder about 20 miles east 
of there. The entire force numbers §33,- 
000 men, including 600 Cossacks. There 
are rumors here of fighting at Port Ar- 
thur with the Japanese almost in the 
city. 

A private letter from Mukden says the 
press correspondents there are not hope- 
ful of getting news from the Russians, 
who give every indication that the corre- 
spondents are not wanted. Many of the 
correspondents are preparing to leave. 


JAPANESE THROW SHELLS

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AUSSIANS HEAR 
NEWS OF FIGHT 


Both Armies Now Delermied oa 
Decisive Battle, 


Greatest Excitement Prevails in Rus- 
sian Capital, and Advices Con- 
cerning Details of Rus- 
sian Losses Are Eager- 
ly Awaited. 


St. Petersburg, June 16.—A special dis- 
patch from Liao-Yang to The Official 
Messenger says the battle of Vafangow 
taged the whole of yesterday and the 
Japanese receiving considerable reinforce- 
ments crushed the Russian left flank and 
compelled the Russians to retire north- 
ward. 

No estimate of the losses is given and 
no mention is made of the loss of the 
Russian guns. 

Excitement prevails in all circles. The 
losses on the Russian side of more than 
three hundred on Tuesday show that 
tho fighting has be¢h of a desperate char- 
acter and General Kuropatkin's report 
this morning proves that both armies ar> 
determined to force matters to a decis- 
ive issue. 

The operations leading up to the hattie 
of Vafangow date back to June !!. A 
sharp skirmish took place the night of 
June 12 at the village of Oudiaden. 5 
miles west of the railroad and 7 miles 
south of Wafangtien, and another skir- 
mish occurred on the heights 
village of Lidiatun, !0 miles 
Cudiaden. The Japanese were 
but the Russian advance posts retired. 
On June 13 two Japanese divisions were 
5 miles north of the scene of the skir- 
rish, their left wing resting on the 
Village of Vafangow and their right on 
the vatley of the Tassa river. After a 
day’s rest the enemy advanced 15 miles. 
June 14, and attacked the left of the 
Russian position, 4 miles south of Vafan- 
gow. 


ON FIGHT OF JUNE 15 
KUROPATKIN REPORTS 


Emperor Nicholas has recelved the fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated June 15, from 
General Kuropatkin: 

“An engagement occurred June 14 at 
Wafangtien (north of Port Arthur) with 
a Japanese force numbering at least two 
Givisions. Our dosses in kiNed include 
Colonel Khoastonnow, commanding the 
First regiment of Eas Siberian, Rifles, 
of your majesty, and Second Lieutenant 
Dragoslaff Nadochinsky, adjutant of the 
regiment. The wounded include Major 
General Gerngross, and Captain Linsk:. of 
the general staff. Twenty officers, whose 
rames are at present unknown, were 
also killed or wounded, vdesides 311 soi- 
diers of which the First regiment of 
Siberlan Rifles lost twelve officers ana 
200 men, and the First brigade of ariil- 
lery six officers and fifty men. 

"The following night was quiet until 2 
ir the morning, when a fusillade began on 
our right flank, along the line of our 
outposts. The firing soon slackened. At 
6:30 in the morning the Japanese 4rtil- 
lery opened on our left flank, 

“Shortly before this our cavairy dis- 
eavered on our right flank the presence 
scuthward of Tafan-Chou of a considera- 
ble force of the enemy. The Japanese 
infantrv opered fire on our cavalry oc- 
cupying the height between Tafan-Chou 
and Lin-Chou, on the edge of a wood. 
Toward 6:30 the enemy, consisting of a 
regiment of Infantry with artillery. at- 
tacked from those woods. At the same 
time the cannonade on our left flank be- 
came heavier. At 6:30 General Baron 
Stakeiberg passed with part of his force 
ta the attack, turning the right flank 
of the enemy toward Wafangtien and 
Hiunchou and directing the other part of 
his force against the enemy's front. To- 
ward 10 in the morning the enemy sent 
a brigade of Mifantry, cavalry and a bat- 
tery of artillery and our riflemen met the 
attack. , 

“General Stakelburg. at 10:30 in the 
evening, advancedhis reserves to check 
the movement.

Bobrikoff was shot in the stomach and 
neck. He is being brought to St. Pe- 
tersburg in a dying condition.

RECEIVE A SPLENDID GREETING 


Souther People Unite To Pay 
Honor to Heroes of 
Past, 


WITH TATTERED FLAGS 
THEY MARCH AGAIN 


Hosts of the Confederacy Once More 
Capture the Places Through 
Which They Marched in 
Triumph During the 
Bloody Years. 


' 


Nashville, Tenn., June 16.—As a fitting 
climax to the reunion of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, Nashville and her 
thousands of guests today gave the old 
veterans, as they proudly marched 
through the densely crowded streets, an 
ovation which will Live long in the mem- 
ory of its recipients as well as those. who 
paid the honor. The rapidly dwindling 
host was easily apparent to many who 
saw the procession, but those in the line 
who are left but drew the closer and 
warmed to the spirit of the sixties. 

The day was warm, but the old men 
marched unfilnchingly, although the step 
at times faltered. There was much con- 
fusion, caused by poor policing along 
the route, but the start was made on 
the hour set and the last veteran passed 
the reviewing stand two hours later, 

The Seventh cavalry band, U. S&S. A., 
led the parade and this organization a¢ 
well as the many other bands in the 
long line, played only four pieces, but 
gave them over and over: ‘Maryland, My 
Maryland,” ‘‘My Old Kentucky Home,” 
“The Girl I Left Behind Me” and 
“Dixie,” the last named never failing to 
bring forth a vociferous chorus of rebel 
yells. United Stateg mail carriers at 
several places along the line supplied ice 
water to the thirsty veterans. 

The parade was representative not only 
of every southerg state, but many camps 
located in the far west, one in Montana 
and another in Ohio had delegations in 
line. The fourth division, composed prin- 
cipally of camps from Teanesgee, Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Mississippi, carried 
away the honors for the greatest num- 
ber. of men in line, Troop A, Forrest cav- 
alry, of Nashville, making an especially 
fine appearance. 

The Virginians were an imposing body 
of men and were given many a cheer. 
The fourth brigade, North Carolina, head- 
ed by a camp from Asheville, bearing 
hornet nests in the branches of trees 
and headed by e drum corps of veterans, 
which now musters but four members, 
was one of the features of the parade. 

Thurston Heads Lee Camp. 

The R. E. Lee camp, of Fort’ Worth, 
Tex., had at its head their celebrated 
color bearer, Thurston, of Mount Vernon, 
who stands 7 feet 5 inches. This camp 
was followed by a large crowd the entire 
route of the parade. Alabama’s “Yellow 
Hammers” were heartily applauded. 
Many of the camp representations were 
noticeably small, but the pride with 
which they held aloft their tattered bat- 
tle fiags made up for the deficiency in 
numbers. One Louisiana camp carried 
a flag so frayed by bullets and time that 
it was heid together by a net.

Rev, W. R, Foote Is Levon 
of Intoxication, 


Prominent Methodist Divine, Now 
Stationed at Rome, Will Prob- 
ably Be Tried on a Seri- 
ous Accusation at 
Next Conference. 


Rome, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—Rev. 
W. R. Foote, presiding elder of the Rome 
district of the North Georgia conference, 
has been suspended from his work until 
the next annual conference which meets 
in Marietta on November 23, 1904, 

His suspension arises over rumors that 
on a given date this spring Mr. Foote 
was intoxicated inthe city of Rome. This 
news will come as a complete surprise to 
his friends everywhere, and it fs unde- 
niable that he is a man of immense popu- 
larity. Here in Rome and, in fact, over 
his district he is strong not only with his 
own denomination, but he is very much 


liked by all. 

These rumors of intoxication were re- 
ported to Bishop W. W. Duncan, by 
whom is not apparent yet, and the bishop 
findtiy thought it necessary to order an 
investigation of the matter on the ground. 
He therefore appointed the following com- 
mittee of well-konwn members of the 
conference to come to Rome and probe 
the case to the bottom: Rev. B. P. Allen, 
chairman; Revs. T. J. Christian, W. F. 
Quilllan and M. L. Underwood. They are 
all men of the highest integrity and 
purity of life, and Bishop Duncan evi- 
dently felt that he could rely on their 
judgment and fairness in a matter of such 
grave import. 

This committee was in session all day 
yesterday and completed their work this 
morning by recommending that these ru- 
mors (no charges have been made and 
none investigated) be referred to the con- 
ference in November, which means Mr. 
Foote’s suspension until that time, when 
final adjudication will be arrived at. 

The basts for the rumor that the pre- 
siding elder was under the influence of 
intoxicants dates back to the early spring 
of this year. It is said that on April l, 
1904, Rev. W. R. Foote was intoxicated. 
These rumors were afloat here at the 
time, but few people gave them the least 
credence, because Mr. Foote’s standing 
was above reproach and his personal 
popularity is as great as that of any 
minister who ever had, charge of this 
circuit. But they were reported to Bish- 
op Duncan, with the resuit that an in- 
vestigating committee was appointed. 

There sems to have been unfortunate 
circumstances of that date upon which to 
hang the thread of-.doubt, and the com- 
mittee after a thorough probing of the 
matter decided that the question was too 
serious for them to take the responsibili- 
ty and referred it to the cdnference, 

Few Believe Him Guilty. 

They realized that if Mr. Foote was in- 
nocent, and it is a fact that few here be- 
lieve him guilty, that his exoneration 
should come from the great body of which 
he is a member, thus leaving no shadow 
on his name or room for doubts in the 
mind of any -one. 

Mr. Foote is serene, and while he feels 
the impHed doubt of ‘his swspension, is 
confident that the cenference wil] remove 
the stain. Tl.is belief is shared by ‘nearly 
every one-in Rome. He holds affidavits 
from some of the best people in Rome that 
they saw:+and talked with him on the 
day of the alleged intoxication, and that 
he not only showed no signs of drinking, 
but that not even the odor of stimu- 
lants could be detected on his breath. 
These affidavits cover periods throughout 
the day, and the character and standing 
of the people who made them will prove 
a strong argument to clear his name. 

Since this matter has assumed its pres- 
ent shape it develops that Mr. Foote 
has incurred the enmity, at least dislike, 
of certain parties here, and his friends 
say that these persons have persistently 
fanned tne rumors of last April until the 
bishop was compelled to take official cog- 
nizance of them. At any rate nearly 
three months after the fiyst rumor began 
to be whispered from ear to ear an in- 
vestigation is set under way. 

The appointing of this committee of 
4 min&ters and their investigations have 
been kept very quiet. The deliberations 
of the committee have been secret and 
only those most intimately concerned 
have been present. They worked all of 
yesterday and only reached a decision this 
morning. The facts ag herein set forth 
may be taken as authentic, however, as 
they come from an absolutely reliable 
source. 

Rev. W. R. Foote is considered one of 
the ablest men in the North Georgia con- 
ference and since he has been presidmg 
elder of this district he has accomplished 
great good and @rawn round him many 
strong friends. They share with him the 
earnest belief that the conference in No- 
vember will remove the lasi shadow of

LILY WHITES LOST 
IN THEIR FIGHT 


Republican National Committe 
Sealed Their Opponents 


Contest Was from Louisiana for Del- 
egates at Large—Three Dele- 
gates Opposed to Lily 
White Element Will 
Be Seated. 


Chicago, June 16,—After deciding sev- 
eral state contests on delegates at large 
to the republican national convention, 
and a number of district disputes, the 
Mepublican national committee tonight 
adjourned until tomorrow, leaving the 
biggest fight, that of. the, factions of 
Wisconsin, still unsettled. 

While there was much interest taken 
in the settlenent by the: committee of 
the contests in Delaware and Louisiana, 
today, the quarrel in Wisconsin is re- 
garded as the most serious in the party, 
and the outcome is anxiously awaited 
by republicans and democrats alike. 
In the delegate contest, the committee 
this afternoon decided unanimously to 
Seat the Delaware delegation, which 1s 
headed by J. E. Addicks. It was de- 
cided also to seat the colored delegates 
at large from Louisiana, who are op- 
posed to the “lily white’ republicans of 
that state. 

The colleagues of Mr. Addicks, who 
were given as delegates at large 
from Delaware, are United States Sena- 
tor J. Frank Allee, John Hunn and 
Caleb R. Layton. The contest was be- 
tween the union republicans and the 
regular republicans, and was a continu- 
ation of a fight whieh has heen going 
on in Delaware for several years. The 
delegates at large who contested the 
right of the Addicks adherents to seats 
were United States Senator Ball, H. A. 
Dupont, Manlove Hayes and W. P. Orr. 

Some feeling was caused among the op- 
ponents of Mr. Addicks, who asserted 
that they had not sufficient notice that 
the Delaware cgitest was to be taken 
up.

Against the Lily Whites. 

Some_ surprise was occasioned when, 
by a vote of 23 to 13, the committee de- 
cided -to seat the delegates at large from 
Louisiana, who are opposed to the “‘lily 
white’? element. sot only did the con- 
tending party, the Cohen faction, win 
in the matter of delegates at large, but 
their represente‘ives were victorious in 
practically all the district contests in 
that state. rhe “lily white’ faction 
expected the contest would be decided 
in their favor, and the colored delegates 
had practically given up hope of being 
successful, before the committee. When 
the vote was announced the negro dele- 
gates hurriedly’ left the committee room 
to tell their friends assembled in a room 
adjoining. Instantly #there were loud 
shouts by all the negroes, who were 
present, and it was some minutes be- 
{ore the committee could proceed with 
its work. J. Madison Vance, a negro 
Jawyer, argued in behalf of the colored 
delegates, as did Mr. Girault #arrar, a 
delegate at large, ami Walter L. Cohen, 
also a delegate at who was al- 
lowed five minutes time to refute cér- 
tain statements made before the com- 
mittee by Former Governor H. C. War- 
Louisiana. The latter is a

LAWS CHANGED 
AY CONVENTION 


United Workmen at Birmingham 
Recommend Radical Measures 


Suggestions Are Made by Many Del- 
esates and the General Opinion 
Is That the Order Is Much 
-Benefited by the 
Meeting. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 16.—At today’s 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, district of Alabama, a resolu- 
tion was offered authorizing a representa- 
tive of the Colorado miners now in this 
district to solicit financial aid for the 
Colorado miners from among the miners 
of this section. National] Executive 
Board Member W. R. Fairley, who has 
recently been in Colorado, opposed the 
adoption of the resolution, saying that 
from present indications the American 
miners might soon need all their availa- 
ble funds On this statement 
the resolution was defeated. 

The wage scale committee was not 
ready to report and after the transaction 
of some routine business the convention 
adjourned until tomorrow. The question 
of a joint conference with the operators 
remains unsettled and there is muen 
speculation as to what attitude the opera- 
tors will assume when the time fixed for 
the uroposed joint conference arrived next 
Monday. No meeting of the operators 
has heen held, {t being declared that their 
association has heen dissolved. 

Before adjournment for the day the con- 
vention adopted report of resolution com- 
mittee condemning in strong terms tne 
action of the citizens’ allfance of Colo- 
rado, Governor Peabody and General Bell, 
whose acts were characterized as 
atrocious. The citizens’ alliance is charg- 
ed in the resolution with “committing 
acts of murder. anarchy and vandalism 
by deporting, imprisoning and murdering 
citizens of the state and confiscating tneir 
provisions and property.’ ‘kne resolution 
says in conclusion: 

“We further condemn the perpetration 
of the Independence outrage and express 
our sincere desire that the guilfy parties 
be found out and lawfully punisied to 
the full extent of their crime.’”’ 

A resolution carried providing for a 
change in the general laws of the order, 
providing that in future in no instance 
shall the divorced wife of a member be 
designated as beneficiary nor shall 
a divorced wife of a member remain his 
beneficlary after the divorcement.

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Mr. Spencer’s Address. 

The young men who graduated from 
the Georgia School of Technology 
will find the sure road to life success 
by following the precepts laid down 
to them in the admirable address of 
Mr. Samuel Spencer, which The Con- 
stitution presents in full today. No 
man in America is better able to deal 
with the subject of industrial educa- 
tion from -the practical standpoint 
than this brilliant son of Georgia, who 
has, solely through his own efforts, 
won a place in the front ranks of the 
great captains of industry, and in 
aealing with the subject of his ad- 
dress yesterday he spoke from the 
standpoint of one who knows. 

The great value of education to fit 
young men for success in the world’s 
industrial workshop, and particularly 
the great need for the spread of in- 
dustrial education in the southern 
states, are matters close to Mr. Spen- 
ecer’s heart. In treating the subject 
from the southern standpoint, he did 
so, he explained, not for the purpose 
of sectional distinctions except in so 
far as a difference of existing condi- 
tions may . call for different begin- 
nings or different methods of treat- 
ment; but he showed that the south 
has been handicapped by being con- 
siderably behind the north in this 
phase of education and it is necessa- 
ry, in order that the southern states 
may play their full part in the indus- 
trial war of the future, that every en- 
couragement should be given to the 
promotion of. education upon indus- 
trial lines. The importance of having 
the industrial army of the United 
states well officered and well drilled, 
if it is to meet success in competition 
with the similar armies of the old 
world, was strongly presented, and 
there is much for the south to do. 

“The immediate need,” said Mr. 
Spencer, “is for that training which, 
while systematizing the  student’s 
mental process and enlarging his 
knowledge of the special branch of 
industry which is to be his chisen vo- 
cation, teaches him at the same time 
to use his hands, in unison with his 
thoughts, and finally to apply this 
combined power of thought and execu- 
tion to useful and _ profitable pur- 
poses.” 

In impressing the importance of 
thoroughness, Mr. Spencer sounded a 
high note of truth when he said “aman 
may be over-educated for his calling, 
but he can never be over-educated in 
it.” But no synopsis of the address 
could do it justice. It is worth every 
man’s reading every line of it. There 
is inspiration to the young graduate, 
and to his elders, in every phase of it. 

But perhaps the’ greatest inspira- 
tion is that found in its source. Mr. 
Spencer’s own career speaks most elo- 
quently of the success which comes 
by the application of intelligence and 
thoroughness to the work in hand. 
No other man could be a better_exem- 
plar of the precepts he lays down. 

The Full Dinner Pail. 

The republican managers are pre- 
paring to 1. et the queries which the 
workingmen of the country are going 
to ask this year about that “full din- 
ner pail.” 

Four years ago we heard a great 
deal about the dinner pail of the 
workingmen which, the republican 
spellbinders declared with great 
pride, had been kept filled as the re- 
sult of republican administration and 
republican legislation bringing in its 
wake cheaper prices on the necessi- 
ties of life. The demand of the pro- 
ducers for better prices for farm proud- 
ucts was met by appeal to the wage 
earners in the cities and towns who 
were persuaded that they were enjoy- 
ing, and would continue to enjoy, the 
benefits of these low prices, and this 
appeal turned the trick on election 
day. 

Up to that time, the beef trust, 
which exists because of the preferen- 
tial treatment of the republican tar: 
iff and the discriminations of. the 
transportation corporations which uni- 
formly supported President McKinley, 
had not got in its beneficent work. 
Meat was within the reach of the 
workingmen. Other food products 
were comparatively cheap. It was 
not difficult for the wage earner to 
find something worth while to put 
into his dinner pail. 

A few days ago, Mr. Carroll OD. 
Wright, commissioner of labor of the 
United States, prepared some high- 
ly interesting statistics showing great- 
ly increased cost of living during 
the past four years, which statistics 
were not at all pleasing to the repub- 
lican politicians. It was this array 
inat called forth from Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw his diatribe 
against cheapness; the American 
people, he declared, want nothing 
cheap, not even food; the American 
people are great people, who delight 
in paying the highest possible price 
for everything—they would not be 
happy otherwise. Incidentally, the 
secretary of the treasury stated that 
there were in preparation other sta- 
tistics which would, however, be 
more comforting than those of Mr. 
Wright, who happens to be a statis- 
tician and economist, rather than a 
politician. 

These new statistics are now out. 
Naturally, they have been prepared 
by Mr. Austin, statistician of the de- 
partment of commerce, to whom is 
accorded the pleasmg occupation of 
preparing campaign material for the 
republican party, at government ex- 
pense. 

These show how shallow is the as- 
sertion that the workingman can not 
now have his “full dinner pail."g@ To 
be sure, he can not fill it this year 
with meat, butter, sugar and the 
products of wheat, corn and oats, ex- 
cept at a very material advance over 
the prices of a year ago, for in

The Vindication of Mr.Bryce. 

It seems that the cabled reports 
from London did Mr. James Bryce 
a grave injustice. The reports in the 
London newspapers of the occur- 
rences at that dinner given Seth 
Low show that Mr. Bryce did not 
pronounce Mr. Roosevelt the ‘“great- 
est president since Washington,” as 
Was represented in the press asso- 
ciation descriptions of the event sent 
to this side of the Atlantic. 

What Mr. Bryce did say was that 
the present president of the United 
States is “one of the most striking 
personalities who had ever sat in the 
chair of George Washington.” Which, 
it will be observed, is something de- 
cidedly different. 

Those who have indulged in face- 
tious criticisms of Mr. Bryce on the 
Strength of the first reports will now 
make due amends to the distinguished 
speaker, and will join in according to 
him credit for a discriminating appre- 
ciation of the meaning of the Eng- 
lish language. 

Even Jakey Riis could not have 
the nerve to hold that Theodore 
Roosevelt igs the “greatest since 
Washington,” and Jakey has gone to 
remarkable lengths while under the 
influence of his various attacks of 
the hero-worship fever. But “most 
striking’—can we not all subscribe to 
that? 

Certainly, Mr. Roosevelt is a “most 
striking” figure. There is none like 
him, and has been none. There are, 
of course, differences of opinion con- 
cerning his “striking” qualities, but 
there is no doubt that we can all get 
together on Mr. Bryce’s estimate— 
that he is “most striking.” 
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Ths Cotton Outlook. 

The season is now far enough ad- 
vanced to make approximate fore- 
casts of the world’s eotton yield for 
this year, and unless all present signs 
fail, the crop is going to be a record- 
breaker. It is probable that the 
American crop will be somewhere be- 
tween 11,000,000 and 12,000,000 bales, 
for the acreage is about 10 per cent 
greater than that of last year, with a 
gain in condition of 9 points over the 
government reports al a correspond- 
ing date last year,

The 1903 condition wag the lowest 
ever recorded and it is not now likely 
that conditions will develop to appre: 
ciably cut under the official] esti- 
mates for the present season. True, 
the boll weevil is again getting busy 
in Texas, and in the eastern half of 
the belt the squares are falling from 
insect attack, but the increased aver- 
age and improved June condition wil] 
offset a great deal of this kind of 
damage in forecasting the harvest. 
The acreage in cotton is given by 
the agricultural department as 31,730.- 
371. : 

Reports from Egypt, India and other 
foreign sources of cotton Supply are 
to the effect that the acreage was 
never so large and conditions, thus 
far, favorable. In all likelihood the 
foreign yield will also be a record- 
breaker, the result of the high prices 
of last year. However. it is hot for- 
eign competition that American planié- 
ers fear. There is, in reality, little 
foreign competition possible with the 
present developed cotton area of th 
world. The thing to be feared is 
Over-production at home, and this, it 
is pretty certain, igs no longer possi- 
ble—not, at least, with the leewey 
of a market demand for 12,000,000 
bales of American cotton this sea- 
son. 

American planters are watching 
with some interest, if not apprehen- 
sion, the effort to grow cotton on a 
commercial scale in Paraguay and 
portions of Argentina. It is. the 
opinion of experts familiar with 
world conditions relative to cotton 
culture that this is the only region 
on the globe that promises anything 
serious in the way of future competi- 
tion with the southern states. The 
governments of these two South 


manifest an | 
| unreasonable desire to fill their pails 


American republics have begun t2 
interest themselves in their adapta- 
bility to cotton .production and are 
offering substantial encouragement 
te experiments of the kind. It is 
said, gnoreover, that the extensive 
experiments thus far made have been 
highly successful. 

It is freely predicted that these two 
republics will some day be among 
the leading cotton ‘producing countries 
of the world. It is stated that “the 
quality of the Argentina cotton leaves 
nothing to be desired; the area on 
which it can be grown is unlimited, 
labor is cheap, and, in “fact, Argen- 
tina has everything in its favor in its 
coming active possible competition 
with the United States.” 

It is not thought, however, that 
the South American cotton belt can 
be developed to a point of actual 
competition with the United States 
under fifty years.

The Peach Rate Status. 

The recent decision of the inter- 
State commerce commission on the 
petition of the peach shippers of 
Georgia regaraing rates to New 
York and other details seems to have 
given rise to a number of conflicting 
opinions regarding its interpretation. 
The Constitution publishes elsewhere 
on this page the substance of an 
article which will appear in the cur- 
rent issue of The Peach-Grower, the 
Organ of the association. 

It will be seen from this view of the 
Case that the decision may not be so 
much against the shippers as at first 
imagined. One of the main conten- 
tions of the latter was for a reduc- 
tion of the carload rate between New 
York and Boston. This latter the 
commission reduced from $80 to $50, 
a clean saving of $30 to the grow- 
ers. When it is borne in mind that 
from 5 to 10 per cent of the crop is 
marketed in Boston, the importance 
of this concession will be realized. 
The general rate from Georgia to 
New York is not reduced, although 
hope is held out that in time relicf 
will be. afforded in this direction. 

The decision regarding the reduc- 
tion of the carload weight from 24.- 
000 to 18,000 pounds seems, on the 
face of things, to have gone against 
the petitioners. When the language 
of the decision is analyzed. however, 
with an eye to the peculiar condi- 
tions of the wpeach-carrying phase, 
the position of the shippers appears 
more optimistic. Heretofore, the 
roads have placed the minimum car 
weight at 24,000 pounds, which neces- 
sitated packing the fruit five tiers to 
the car. The shippers allege that 
it is impossible to thoroughly refrig- 
erate more than four tiers. Conse- 
quently, when the cars arrive at their 
destination, the fifth tier is frequently 
a total loss. Under the arbitrary yal- 
uation of $500 a car previously con- 
ceded by the roads, it has hitherto 
been impossible for the shippers to 
recover the market value of the up- 
permost tier of an hundred crates, 
spoiled in transit. 

This difficulty the commission has 
remedied in setting aside the flat 
$500 valuation clause, and providing 
that the shipper can recover d&mages 
on a basis of prices ruling in the mar- 
ket at the time of shipment. From 
this fact some of the growers argue 
that it will be unprofitable for the 
roads to insist on the five-tier, 24,000 


pound minimum car, when they may’ 


be besieged by damage claims more 
than offsetting the approximate $20% 
they receive for handling the car. 
While there is a division of opinion 
on this point, it carries. sufficient 
strength to warrant test cases which 
may brng about a more thorough un- 
derstanding between both roads and 
shippers. 

Another development of this season 
should constitute a splendid stimulus 
to the Georgia peach industry. Ar. 
rangements have been practically 
completed whereby from two to three 
cars of the luscious Georgia product 
will daily be shipped to Liverpooi, 
from which point it will be distributed 
through England and the continent. 
Previously the trans-Atlantic lines 
had placed such restrictions on refrig- 
eration that the export trade was se- 
riously handicapped, but negotiations 
recently perfected will satisfactorily 
obviate this difficulty. It is a gratify- 
ing fact, too, that over and above al] 
expenses, the peaches sold in England 
bring a much finer profit to the grow- 
er than those disposed of in home 
markets. 

Altogether, the men behind the 
bumper crop of this year have strong 
reason for self-congratulation.

The growers asked for three things: 

Lower rates generally. 

A reduction of the specia) rate of 
$80 per car between New York and 
Boston. 

That the minimum car load welght 
be reduced from 24,000 to 18,000 
pounds. 

The commission reduced the rate be- 
tween New York and Boston to $50, 
saving the shippers $30 per car. 

It did not reduce other rates. 

It did specify that shippers could 
recover damages from the roads for 
injury to fruit in transit for the full 
amount of damages claimed and not 
upon any valuation put on the cars by 
the carriers. “ 

That is, if peaches are worth $1,000 
per car at the time of shipment, that 
if injury or damage resulted to same 
in transit, that the shipper can re- 
cover for actual valuation, and not 
upon the $500 per car valuation that 
the roads make. 

Some growers are of the opinion 
that this latter decision will eventual- 
ly force the roads to reduce the 
minimum so as to escape the numer- 
ous claims for damage that will re- 
sutt frim loading the cars to the 
24,000 minimum.

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TO BEGIN FICHT 
ON BOLL WEEVIL 


Georgia Societies Ask Passage 
of a Stringent Law, 


At Mecting of Members of Agricul- 
tural and Horticultural Socie- 
ties and Georgia Peach Grow- 
ers’ Association Strong 
Bill Was Prepared. 


A committee, representing the Georgia 
State Horticultural Society, the Georgia 
Peach Growers’ As8ociation, and the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society, met 
yesterday in the parlors of the Kimball 
house for the purpose of drafting a bill, 
to be presented at the coming session 
of the legislature, looking to the enact- 
ment of suitable measures for preventing 
the introduction of the dreaded boll wee- 
vil pest into this state. Among the 
noted men present were R. C. Berck- 
mans, of Augusta; Hon. John P. Fort, 
of Athens; Hon. J. C. Cobb, of Ameri- 
cus; Captain R. F. Wright, of the state 
agTicudtural department; W. F. Sum- 
merour, of Dalton: Colonel J. J. Ester- 
lin, of Montezuma; Hon. Martin Calvin, 
of Augusta; Professor W. M. Scott, of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, and State Entomologist Wilmon 
Newell. 

This was a joint committee meeting 
representing the interests of the three 
above-mentioned societies, all] of which 
are prominent organizations, in forward- 
ing the interests of Georgia agriculture. 

The meeting was called to order at II 
a. m. by Hon. J. A. Cobb, chairman’ of 
the joint committee. Mr. Berckmans, of 
Augusta, stated briefly the objects of 
the meeting, laying special stress upon 
the importance of an increased appro- 
ipriation for the Georgia state board of 
entomology, in order that the insects and 
diseases affecting the fruits and crops of 
the sttae, could be better kept under con- 
trol. Mr. Berckmans also called atten- 
tion to the danger of the bol) weevil, be- 
ing introduced from Texas, and advocat- 
ed measures to prevent its introduction. 

On motion, the state entomologist, Wil- 
mon Newell, was requested to state the 
nature of the work of the state depart- 
ment of entomology. Mr. Newell pre- 
sented the members of the committee 
with copies of his annual report for the 
year ending June |, which report gave 
in detai] the expenditures made out of 
the annual appropriation of $5,000. The 
fmmense increases tn the nursery and or- 
chard business of the state was also 
pointed out, and it was shown that the 
nursery business had increased over 100 
per cent in a single year, thus requir- 
ing a much greater amount of inspection 
and police duty upon the part Of i6 
atate entomologist’s force in preventing 
the sale and shipment of diseased stock. 

Attention was also called to the im- 
mense amount of damage being done by 
a number of insects throughout the state. 
Mention was made of the Hessian fly 
affecting the wheat. This insect is an- 
nually causing a loss of from $15,000 to 
$20:000 in Bartow county alone, The 
cotton stem weevil, which is injuring cot- 
ton severely in southwest Georgia, and 
the cotton boll weevil, which has re- 
cently done much damage to the cotton 
in the vicinity of Cuthbert, Dawson, 
Shellman and other towns in that sec- 
tion of the state were discussed. Figures 
were presented showing that Georgia ag- 
riculture loses annually over $4,000,000 
by the attacks of insects and diseases. 

Mr. Newe" also exhibited specimens of 
the Texas boll weevil, and gave 2ii ac- 
count of its habits and damage. It was 
pointed out that the damage to Texas 
cotton by this insect is NOW &nNusar -.0. 
less than $18,000,000. It was also shown 
that should this pest obtain « eoothold 
in Georgia, an annual damage of not 
less than $10,000,000 would result. Con- 
giderable amusement was caused when 
Mr. Newell announced that the progeny 
of one pair of boll weevils would in a 
single season amount to 134,000,000 in- 
dividuals. This statement was received 
with some incredulity until Mr. Newell 
produced articles by experts of the 
United States department of agriculture, 

‘ tin his statement. 
oa see's report was then freely 
discussed and the consensus of opinion 
was that no time sHould be lost in taking 
measures to prevent the introduction of 
So serious a pest as the boll weevil into 
Georgia. 

Upon motion a subcommittee was ap- 
pointed to draw up 4 sultable bill for 
presentation at the coming session of 
the legislature. On this committee were 
appointed Hon. John P. Fort R. C. Berck- 
mans and W. F. Summerour. This com- 
mittee after consultation, reported back 
to the main body at 3 p. Mm. recommend- 
ing the introduction of a bill, which 
shall make it “unlawful for any person 
to bring into the state of Georgia, or to 
have in possession for any purpose, any 
living Mexican boll weevil, or any cotton 
bolls, plants, squares or seeds contain- 
ing the adult, pupae, larvae or egg state 
of said Mexican boll weevil. Violation 
of this section shall be considered a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punishable ag 
such.”’ 

Many other provisions are fncluded for 
the protection of the farmers of the 
state from the boll weevil and other 
pests. The committee will warmly urge 
the pasage of this measure at the com- 
ing session of the legislature. 

Many of the committee expressed them- 
selves as believing that if the weevil 
was not already in Georgia it would be 
certain to appear within a short time. 
All advocated that immediate and dras- 
tic measures be taken for the detection, 
and it is very likely that these organiza- 
tiong will also ask for a small appro- 
priation to become immediately available 
in order that the state board of ento- 
mology may immediately undertake the 
protection of the cotton crop of the 
state against the boll weevil. pest. Un- 
fortunately the board of entomology has 
at present no funds which can be used 
for this purpose, as the appropriation 
now made for the state department of

HOLDS COURT 


Macon First National 
gages Attorneys in 
Litigation,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga. June 16,—(Special.)—The 
United States court room was filled this 
morning long before court convened with 
attorneys representing the different in- 
terests involved in the pending litigation 
affecting the defunct First national bank, 
the Plant estate and the McCaw Manu- 
facturing Company, and with anxious 
creditors of the I. C. Plant’s Son bank. 

It was hoped that some determination 
would be arrived at which would indicate 
when a disbursement of assets would be 
made among needy creditors. The case 
in point was the consideration of the 
petition of the McCaw Manufacturing 
Company to restrain Receiver Albertson 
from collecting certain notes aggregat- 
ing over $100,000, which Were given by 
the McCaw Manufacturing Company to 
I. 'C., Plant’s Son bank, and transferred 
by the latter to the First nationa] bank. 
The contention of the McCaw company is 
that these notés were transferredwithin 
four months of the time that the I. C. 
Plant’s Son bank was closed, and the 
late R. H. Plant piaced in involuntary 
bankruptcy. 

The case was not called and creditors 

filed out of the court room in a dejected 
mood and voiced their fear that it would 
be a long time Sefore the estate is wound 
up. 
“In the meantime,’ said one of the 
largest creditors, “‘it is costing $500 per 
week to manage the winding up of the 
estate.”’ 

“Add to that item,’ remarked another 
creditor, ‘‘the expense of Idle Hour farm 
with its thirty head of horses and its 
high priced employees, and the cost of 
feeding and caring for thirty more head 
of brood mares and youngsters at points 
outside of Georgia, which expense must 
be defrayed out of money that belongs 
to creditors of the estate.’’ 

Creditors whose claims aggregate over 
$200,000, claim that the cost of maintain- 
mg Idle Hour farm stable, the hors@s 
elsewhere and the force of employees 
ought to be eliminatted bv an immediate 
Sale. They claim that nothing will be 
gained by holding on to this asset with a 
hope of realizing more later on, as the 
cost will eat up all the additonal money 
that might be secured by waiting.

THEN ADJOURN 


Arkansas Democrats Adopt 
Platform Reported by 
Committee. 


Hot Spring, Ark., June 16.—After spend- 
ing three hours in a discussion of the 
platform committee’s report, the demo- 
cratic state convention adjourned this af- 
ternoon after adopting the platform as 
recommended. The platform says in part: 

‘The democracy of Arkansas, In ccn- 
vention assembled, renews its allegiance 
to the fundamental principles of govern- 
ment as expressed In the democratic plat- 
forms throughout the existence of the 
party ang accepts the platform of prin- 
ciples adopted by the last democratic na- 
tional convention as binding upon us as 
democrats until changed by succeeding 
national convention. In view of tye near 
approach of the national ¢onvention of 
the democratic party at St. Louis, we de- 
fer to that body a more specific declara- 
tion of principles upon national questions 
and pledge the democratic party of Ar- 
kansag to an acceptance and cordial in- 
dorsement of the same.” 

Among the declarations of 
questions the plattform says: 
“We condemn President Roosevelt, 
among other things, especially for his 
public and private conduct to stir up bit- 
terness between the different sections of 
the country and to make the negro be- 
lieve that he is the social and other equal 
of the white man.” 

The convention reaffirms the declaration 
of former national and state democratic 
conventions against trusts, pools, combi- 
nations and conspiracies against trade, 
whereby. prices or rates are fixed in re- 
straint, in any wise, of the freest open 
competition in any species of business. 

A plank was adopted to the effect that 
hereafter the candidate for United States 
senator who receives the Mighest vote in 
the primary election shall be declared the 
party nominee for that office.

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Dr. C. M. Drake will leave the city 
today for his old home in Knoxville, 
Tenn., where he will resume the practice 
of medicine. Dr. Drake has made many 
friends during his residence in Atlanta, 


and he regrets very much to leave At- 
lanta, as they do also to see him go. Dr. 
Drake was formerly chief surgeon for 
the Southern railway. and later during 
the war with Spain he entered the army 
as a captain and surgeOn and went to 
the Philippines. 

In discussing some of his Phillppine ex- 
periences with several friends yesterday 
he tolqg an amusing story of a cock fight 
he witnessed which was a unique one of 
its kind. 

“The Filipino in the field,”’ he said, 
“when he catches a chicken immediately 
proceeds to pick it alive and until he 
gets to his camp, where he can cook. it, 
hangs it in his belt by the legs. I came 
across a couple of Filipino soldiers on 
one occasion .who had just succeeded in 
trapping each a game cock. They had 
plucked the feathers from them and Nad 
them hanging in their belts. In the 
course of conversation they came closer 
together until they stood side by side, 
when those two game cocks, featherless 
as they were, began to peck at each 
other for all they were worth. The Fili- 
pinos enjoyeq it and let them fight it 
out. I did not ascertain, but I would not 
be surprised if they had posted a bet on 
the result of the chance encounter while 
it was in progress.” 

The Chinaman is always an interesting 
study to Americans. A well Known At- 
lantan who patronizes a Chinese laundry- 
man in his neighborhood, frequently stops 
for a brief conversation with his Celes- 
tial friend. The Chinaman, who has can- 
ducted business at the same stand for 
the last fiftecn years or more, every 
Christmas receives from his native land 
a barre) of queer things that neither 
grow are made In any other coun- 
try, and he always remembers his Amer- 
ican friend on that festal occasion in 
a substantial Chinese way. 

“I stopped by this hinaman’s place 
the other day.” sald the Atlantan, ‘‘and 
he brought up the subject of religion. 
He talks very broken English still, but 
managers to make himself understood. 
He spoke to me of Dr. Blank, who is a 
well known resident of the neighborhood 
and a prominent Methodist. He was 
very fond, he said, of Dr. Blank and 
thought him’'a great man. Then ealling 
attention to the fact that I and my fam- 
ily were Presbyterians, he paid me a 
similar compliment. Both of us, he said, 
were good men, but one of us was bound 
to be wrong on the subject of religion. 
The truth of it was, the Chinaman said, 
none of us knew anything about religion. 
He contended that the Chinamen with 
his religion, dating back 5,000 years, had 
all the best of it, and that after al] the 
only comfort was in Confucianism. WNev- 
ertheless, that Chinaman attends church 
regularly, going sometimes to the Meth- 
odist, sometimes to the Presbyterian and 
again to other churches in his neighbor- 
hood. 

“There is no doubt in my mind, how- 
ever, that he sticks to his own religion, 
and that’s the way, in my opinion, with 
every Chinaman, You may do everything 
in your power to convert them to Chris- 
tianity, but at heart they remain Con- 
fucianists. And after all, who can say 
that their religion, when rightly prac- 


ticed, is not a good one?”

WINNER HAD EASY TIME 


FRUM START 10 FINISH, 


The-e Were Seven Horses in the 
Contest, but Hermis’ Jockey 
Never Applied the Whip. 

The Picket Got Sec- 
ond Place, 


New York, June !6.—Hermis, owned by 
Edward R. Thomas, easily won the Su- 
burban handicap at Sheepshead Bay to- 
day. The son of Hermence was on his 
toes when the barrier snapped. He cross- 
ed in front of six competitors from the 
outside and passed the judge’s stand in 
the lead on his journey of 1% miles. From 
the position of command thus secured on 
the rai] he was never headed and won 
under a perfect ride by Arthur Redfern 
in the time of 2:05, the west on record 
for the Suburban and two-fifths of a sec- 
ond slower than the track record of 
2:04 3-54 held by McChesney. 

Irish Lad, the public favorite, failed 
entirely to justify the confidence of his 
backers and finished third, nosed out of 
second honors by The Picket. 

A great track crowd journeyed to the 
Long Island race course to view the 
twenty-first running of the $20,000 clas- 
sic. Perfect racing weather prevailed and 
despite the widespread sorrow caused by 
the Slocum disaster, more than 30,000 
persons had passed through the gates be- 
fore the hour set for the first race. 

Irish Lad was installed favorite for the 
Suburban at 6 to 5. Four and 5 to | 
could be had against Hermis, 5 against 
The Picket and the same against Proper, 
while Africander and Major Daingerfield 
were without friends at 40 or 50 to 1.

Hermis, never touched by the whip, 
simply threw defiance out to the others 
in the dust from his pattering hoofs, 
and through the stretch he was not 
even challenged. The Picket nosed out 
Irish Lad for second money, and the 
great race Was over. Proper, Major 
Daingerfield and Africander brought up 
the rear. 

Had the winner been pushed he would 
have broken the record for the track 
with ease. When the vast crowd real- 
ized the splendid exhibition of equine 
worth shown by the victor it arose en 
masse and cheered him wildly, despite 
the fact that the bookmakers had ac- 
cepted and won nearly $500,000 aon the 
défeat of Irish Lad.
